‘What Is that rels-
tion? Let me ask

My relation to
the liquor traflle
is that of a total
abstainer from all
intoxieating drink
a8 o beverage.
And why It Is so?
For reasons of a personal character,

me physically. 1 have tried to make
mysell intelligent on the subject, and
have read good authorities on both
gides of the case. While there 18 &
differenca of opinlon among wise men
ns to whether alcobol may not some-
times be given medicinally with bene-
figlal results, there seems (o be unan-
{mity that its nee In any other way Is
only harmful. As a man I may be in-
different to my physieal condition in
gome respects, and be willing to pay
the eost of certain indulgences; but as
a Christlan 1 am not at liberty to do
{his, for if 1 gm to glorify God m my
body, that body must be at Its best al
WiLys,

2, Put what injures me physieally,
will sooner or later Injure me morally
as well. Indeed the efects of sleohol
in this sphere are sten and adm'ited
more readily than in the othe and
vet they are only the outgrowth of
the other. When man's physleal and
mental powers are wenkened his
moral gtrength 12 easily assalled, and
hence blasphemy, ingratitude, anger,
murder. leontlousness, dishonesty,
and the whole brood of vileness and
iniguity that makes the eivilized sarth
a continual groan, My self-respect,
to name no higher motive for the mo-
ment, will not permit me to deliberate-
Iy contribute to this misery and woe

3. It is the injury to me spiritually
though, that has the strongest power
in withholding the cup from my lips.
1 know that I am an immortal being,
and that I must give account to him
who shall judge the quick and the
dead. ‘And T know that there Is for
me a future of eternal blessedness or
gorrow, and sorrow not only for whal
I have lost, but for what I must ex-
perience in retribution for my sins, |
am afrald of hell, and 1 am not afrald
to say that T am afrald of hell. The
drunkard shzll not inherit the king:
dom of heaven, and 1 want to Inherit
it, #nd 1 will not be such a fool, God
helping me, as to sell that birthright
for a drink of beor or a glass of toddy.

My Duty to My Neighbor.

2. There fs the duty of my vole.
What right have 1 as a Christian eitl
zen to cast my ballot for a trafc that
dumng men's souls? There wad &
time in my experienceé when 1 was
not g0 keen upon this point. 1 felt ]
had done my whole duty when 1
preached the Gospel and showed men
how thev might be saved from sin
through .aith In Jesus Christ. 1 still
believe this paramount, and nothing
must be permitted to stand in ita way,
but I have not done all when I have
done that. There is the dram shop on
the corner, n snare set by the devil for
my neighbor's feet. As a Christian eit-
fzen, 1 have the privilege and respon-
aibllity of saying whether 1 would
have it there or not, and I can preach
the CGoapel with more conglstency
and power when by my ballot T an-

LESSON FOR JUNE 6
NATHAN REBUKES DAVID.

LEEBSON TEXT~I1 Bamuel 12125
GOLDEN TEXT-—Crente In me o clean
heart O God.—Psalm B1:00,

Thia {8 a lesson that demands great
care in its presentation and trestment,
which will differ wildely according to
age. For the younger the briefes sort
of statement that David fell in love
with Uriah's wife and to obtain her
had her husband killed will be sufh-
clent. With such, throw the emphasis
upon the danger of harboring evil
thoughts and the need of heart purity
(see Golden Text).

With adults, however, some time
may be devoted to the social evil
which {s such & menace to every ni-
tion, care belng taken lest the discus
glon become morbid, or that we neglect
to emphasize the fact that the cure
is not in regulation or reformation but
in the regenerstion of the human
heart.

I. David’s Many Good Deeds, ||
Samuel, 7 and 9 A a background
for his most repulsive sin David had a
long list of excellent deeds, His de-
sire for a better abiding place for the
ark wns not aecording to Cod's will
for two reasons: first, that an ornate
house might easily corrupt, through
fdolatry, the spirtuality of the Hebrew
religlon; second, David was a man of
war and therefore not qualified for
temple bullding. Though denled, David
did not despalr, but at once provided
that his successor carry oul his desire.

II. David's One Great Sin, 1l Sam
uel, 11:6. David's victories over hio
onemies diamlszed In a fow
vorses, yet his gln is set forth In de-
tail—another evidence of the divina
origin and Insplration of the Bible
David had followed the exumple of
neighboring kings and taken to him-
gelf many wives, evidently regourding
his fancy as supreme snd himself as
above the law. David was “off guard"”
in the matter of templation, & danger
ous position for all, both soldier and
civillan, David had bad too long and
too great a period of guceess and pros-
perity after higz long period of priva:
tlon, and this led to carelessness and
pride. David was “off duty,” Indulg
ing in cn=e while Joab did his fighting
As o result he became an adulterer
and a murderer, and the record in no
way geeka to palllate his gullt. From
all this the record brings th us many
important lessons. Outwardly pros
peroug and his army snccessful, Da.
vid must have felt in his heart the
spiritual blight In tne words, “but the
thing was evil in the eyes of the
Lord” (v. 27 R. V.); no psalm writ-
ing then.

I1l. Nathan's Parable. Il. Samuel,
12:1.7. 1t 1s an evidence of God's
grace that he sent his servant to re
buke and restore this “man after his
own heart.” Such Is his merey, for
he does not will that any should per-
jgh but that all might come to the
knowledge of forgiveness (BEzekiel
33.11; Matthew 23:37). No parable
ever had (ts desired effect more quick-
ly than this one. It brought conyletion
and repentance (v, 13) and led to the
writing of the fifty-first psalm. It was
a delicate task set before Nathan thus
to rebuke the king, yet it reveals the
essential nobleness of David in that
he did not become angry. Nathan's
task and his wlsdom ere revealed In
his approach and in the way he led
David to condemn, unwittingly, his
own course of action. This was bet-
ter than to begin by upbrulding and
denunciation. Verse two suggests, In-
ferentinlly, Cod's great goodness to
Pavid, which made the offense one of
groea Ingratituda.

IV, Thou Art the Man"—v. 7a, Thus
far the story Is one all too common,
then and now, of the strong crushing
the weak and glorying in their selfish-
ness, What follows is the evidence
of God's response to man's repentunce,
the parallel to which has nowhere clee
been found In the anclent world. The
glory of it is that David heard and
heeded God's messenger. The whole
gordid story wilh Its resultant action
on David's part brings us many price
less lewons. (1) That man who bad
lived a life of falth and communion
fell most miserably when he neglected
his duty and took his eyes off God.
There 18 a grave danger anhead of the
man who begins to trifle with sin (1
Cor. 10:12). (2) Though a man fall
(the godly man) yet he 8 not utterly
cast down, There is pardon for the
vilest sinner and the most abject
backslider. David's murderous hunds
and sin-stained soul found pardon
(Ps. 32 and 51). (3) A man's sins,
though he may find pardon, will eloud
all of his future,

David felt it in his own life and fam-
fly; both daughier and sons felt its
blight (see chapter 13), and It brought
forth David's immortal lament over
Absalom,

David’s trusted friend Joined the
son's rebellion and caused David greal
gorrow (see 11:3; 28:34; 15:21 and
Ps. 65:12-14),

A human book would cover up, omit
or seck to palliate such an act by one
of the great of the .earth (cf. the
story of Napoleon and Josephine), yet
the Bible tells all the facts to serve
as o warning and to reveal God's
matehless grace and merey.

BREWERS URGE MODERATION?

The annual meoting of the United
ftates Brewers' assoclation was re
contly held iIn New Orleans. Com-
menting on the printed report of that
meetiing, Henry J. Allen, in the Wich:
fta Beacon says:

We note that the deapent concorn of
the annual meeting wag, a8 usual, for
the taxpayer. They made It perfectly
plain to evoryhody that so far as the
brewers themselves were concerned,
they didn't eare anything for prohibl
tion—they could, In fact, sell more
booze under prolilbition than without
ft—but they did not want the govern-
ment to loss the revenue, they didn't
want the taxpayer burdened; they
just wanted everything to go on in a
free and easy and open way, with the
taxpayer as he s now in the states
where the saloons run the polities.

And above all, the brewera urged
“moderation,” not In drinking, but In
the language with which the discus-
gions against liguor are carried on
They also desire to save the hop and
barley fields from being destroyed
While prohibition increases beer sales
it apparently ruins the hop and barley
orops.

One gem from the wisdom of this
convention Is thet “beer may be sub-
stituted for bread.”
